Audrey Taylor, - 
Teadiing Expert, 
To Speak Dec. 9 

Tomorrow, December 3, the 
Women's Union will present its 
third Art Exhibition of the season 
in the Royal Victoria College. The 
Exhibition, arranged by the Educa- 
tional Department of the Art Gal- 
lery of Montreal, will last until De- 
cember 17, and consists of some 40 
paintings, a inural, and modelling; 
the work of children from 3-10 
years of age. 

Audrey Taylor, Chief Instructor 
in the Teacher' Training and chil- 
dren's classes at the Art Gallery of 
Montreal, and former Principal of 
the Children's Art Centre at the Art 
Gallery of Toronto, will give a talk 
in the Common Room at R. V. C. 
on Thursday, December B, on Child 
Art. Miss Taylor has been doing 
experimental work In this field for 
the past few summers, teaching 
blind, deaf, subnormal, and abnor- 
mal children in schools and camps 
in the United States. Miss Taylor's 
practical study of the effect of crea- 
tive expression on abnormal chil- 
dren will be of particular Interest 
to those students of psychology and 
her reference to this part of her 
work will be illustrated by pictures 
that the children themselves have 
done. 

Miss Taylor's discussion will also 
include the Importance of art to the 
normal child with particular refer- 
ence to the works In the exhibition.

Youth Future 
Discussed 
Ât Forum 



Five Speakers 
Political Parties 
, Represent 

The Student Labor Club 
Youth Forum on the Future of 
Canadian Youth took ploce in 
the .Union Ball Room before an 
enthusinstio audience of over 
400 persons last night. Repre- 
sentatives of the five political 
parties presented their programs 
in so far as the youth in post- 
war Canada is concerned. The 
speakers included Allan Mac- 
Naughton, of the Liberal Party, 
Frank "Watson, of tiic C.C.F., 
Paul Masse, of the Bloc Popu- 
laire, Nancy Samuel, of the 
Labor-Progressive Party, and 
Jean Morin, of the Progressive 
Conservative Party. 

Allan MacNaughton, tlte first 
speaker pointed out the success of 
the Liberal war-time legislation in 
the prevention of inflation and in 
the enormity of war production and 
stressed that the post-war legisla- 
tion would be as successful at least 
Wholly disregarding the other par- 
ties, he maintained that the youth 
of Canada must choose between 
the democracy of the Liberal Party 
and the socialism of the C.C.F. He 
added: "Socialism leads into control 
and that leads into Fascist control" 

The C.C.P. representative, Frank 
Watson, in outlining his party's pro- 
gram, showned that they believe 
that the producers of the wealth 
should reap the benefits of their 
labor. Speaking of employment he 
said that the Prime Minister, Mac- 
kenzie. King, who had^asiintteh 
'power'^uring the' depresslon^rbe 
has now, did not attempt to bring 
about 100 per cent employment. He 
staled that the C.C.F. would secure 
full employment after this war — 
a factor that would be of vital im- 
portance to the morel .of the work- 
er during this war. He deplored 
the subordination of the French 
people in this province In regard to 
their language and financial condi- 
tion. ' 

Paul' Masse; speaking for UieBloc 
Populaire said: "We cannot afford 
to sacrifice our youth In the Euro- 
pean conflict every IS or 20 years 
for the whim of some European" 
and continued that Canada should 
not become involved In wars unless 
the people can gain somo practical 
advantage. Mr. Masse, said that the 
economic system wbul^ be rejuven- 
ated and that the Canadian youth 
would acquire a new confidence as 
a result. He hoped to organize the 
youth behind some national pro- 
gram that would make Canada a 
home-land and a father-land. 

"Canadian youth in common with 
the youth of all other nations can 
consider no future and can have no 
future until victory over HItlerIsm 
has been achieved," were the words 
of Nancy Samuel, speaker of the

Says President Newton 

Edmonton, December 1— (CUP)r' 
Dr. Robert Newton, president of 
the University of Alberta and head 
of Its "War Services Training Board, 
has Issued an announcement defin- 
ing the sUtus of students iii Arts 
and Science at that University. 

Any student In either of these 
faculties failing more than one of 
.the . coining . oonniirehensive Christ- 
mas exams win be prohibited from 
continuing his studies at thé Uni- 
versity. One failure will be per- 
mitted, stated the regulations, pro- 
vided the student has an adequate 
average in all the other iubjects of 
his curriculum. 

Other faculties of the University, 
according to the regulations. Will 
base their requirements on these 
specifications for Arts and Science, 
taking into consideration the dif- 
ference In the number an^i weight

War Council Sponsors 
Drive to Collect Books 
For the Armed Forces 

Objective of 4,500,Book$ 
Set for Student Canvassers 
During Saturday Afternoon ^ 

.The War Council is holding the first big studeiiflVar Effort 
drive^'foivthe current season on Saturday afternoon, when student 
volunteers will spread out from the Union to canvass all the sur- 
rounding areas for books and magazines for the Armed Forces. 
The objective of tiiis drive, which is being carried out with the 
fullest cooperation of the C.O.T.C. is to gather some four thous- 
anH five hundred books and magazines during the course of the 

'**thc afternoon. The area to ba 
covered lies between Park Ave. 
and Guy St., and between St. 
Catherines and Pine Ave.; from 
this area, and from student do- 
nations alone, the Committee in 
charge hopes to be able to turn 
over their full objective to .the 
Central Book and Magazine 
Depot for Military District No. 
4. 

That this ambitious-looking total 
can easily be reached this year It 
suggested by the results of a simi- 
lar drive carried out by the Coun- 
cil during the 1942-1943 session. At 
that time, on the first such under- 
taking to be ventured, and upon 
only three days notice, a total of 
3,500 articles of reading material 
were collected by a group of only 
42 students, over two thirds of 
them girls. And in addition to their 
other difficulties, the canvassers 
had to contend with a blizzard and 
zero weather, and with a com- 
plete absence of transportation, a 
deficiency that is being remedied 
this year by the C.O.T.C. truck. 
To Start at X pju. 
The starting time for the cam- 
paign this year will be 2 p.m. sharp. 
Tbnl it Is important to be on time 
for the beginning of the drive is 
especially emphasised, since aU 
students' taking part are to b« 
divided up into couples and dis- 
patched to a given area to avoid 
overlapping of effort. Those who 
come late will not be matched with 
a. partner for the afternoon, but 
Instead will be delegated to the 
truck. In which they will tour the 
city, collecting up bundles of books 
from every street comer, loading 
them into the truck and driving 
back to the Union. 

Will Meet at Union 
Even after their return, these 
latecomers will unload the truck 
and get their haul counted and dis- 
patched to the Depot headquarters. 
\VhIle this Is going on, the others, 
having spent two and a half hours 
at work, will be served with food 
at the Union. 

All students who filled in the War 
Council registration forms carlleif 
In the year are being contacted in 
connection with this drive by a 
committee in the Royal Victoria 
College. However, the Council has 
made it clear that participation is 
not only for those who have receiv- 
ed the call, but for anyone who 
desires to help make life pleasantcr 
for the boys in uniform. In an in- 
terview last night, Jim Atkinson 
and Tee Drayton, loint dialrmen ol 
the committee had only one remark 
to make: "The objective can and 
must be reached on Saturday after- 
noon."

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Coeducation 

HHjThe' Soviet government has recently 
"announced that coeducation would be 
abolished in primary and ficcondary 
schools. The authorities feel that certain 
feminine and masculine qualities are 
6inothered in constant association of the 
two sexes in the classroom, particularly in 
the adolescent stage, and they stated that 
they had adopted coeducation as a tem- 
porary method of rapidly abolishing the 
traditional inequality of the sexes. 

The move may seem very strange to us, 
but wc must realize that separate educa- 
tion is . very common in most Roman 
Catholic schools, and that in a great num- 
ber of Protestant public schools, although 
lectures may. be taken in the same class, 
boys and ^iris enter by different doors. 

The Russian reason for the abolition 
of coeducation is definitely sound. It is 
the modern application of the old proverb 
"Familiarity breeds contempt", but wo feel 
th'at they arc risking more than they can 
possibly gain by their new ruling. In the 
first place, although certain nationally de- 
sirable sexual qualities may be lost by seg- 
regating young students, they will, bo un- 
able to maintain the spirit of camaraderie 
which exists in the coeducational system, 
and which is of vital importance if the 
equality of the sexes is to be maintained. 
Secondly, approaching the subject from a 
more practical point of view, we do not 
see how it will be possible to institute sep- 
arate schools in country and village dis- 
tricts, where students have to travel a 
considerable distance to attend school, and 
where teachers are always conspicuous by 
their scarcity. 

The result, we fell, will be a general 
lowering of the standards of Russian edu- 
cation, and an abolition of the newly-won 
and highly desirable equality of the sexes.

Bernard Naylor and the Little 
Symphony gave Montrealers a deli- 
cious taste ot eighteenth century 
music In a memorable concert last 
Tuesday, Their Excellencies the 
Governor General and Princess 
Alice attended, and the musicians 
responded with a truly royal per- 
formance. 

Highlight of the evening was the 
S>Tnphony No. 102 in B flat of 
Haydn. Montreal owes a great debt 
of gratitude to Bernard Naylor for 
his very capable efforts in reviving 
the small orchestra of Haydn's day; 
certainly the symphony was played 
with a freshness and delicacy that 
a larger orchestra cçuld not match. 

The first movement was evenly 
played, although undistinguished in 
comparison with what followed. 
The second movement, the Adagio, 
was beautifully done — even the 
perfectionists must have been de- 
lighted. The Menuetto was carefully 
interpreted, in the best Haydn tra- 
dition. The Finale, ^marked Presto, 
was a brilliant conclualoa In spite 
ot difficult rapid passages and re* 
markablc dynamic changes, the 
players preserved the all-Important 
clarity, unity and cohesion of the 
music. But the Little Symphony, in 
this number, achieved something 
far more significant than a mere 
finely-turned performance. They 
showed Haydn as he can best be 
shown: as a master symphonist in 
his own right, as a genius ot melody 
and harmony unsurpassed. 

Doris Killman, as soloist in the 
Beethoven Piano Concerto No. 1 in 
B flat, gave a highly acceptable per- 
formance. Her chief fault, apart 



from a few technical errors, seemed 
to be a tendency to play Beethoven 
as though it were Mozart. It is true 
that in this, the earliest ot his 
concerti, Beethoven is clearly in 
debt to Mozart; but it is equally 
true that even here, there are whole 
passages which demand the char- 
acteristic Beethoven fire and aban- 
don. In many passages of the con- 
certo Miss Klllam did work worthy 
of a first-rank artist, and at no time 
were there any violent differences 
of opinion with the orchestra's ex- 
cellent accompaniment With a little 
more confidence, a little more dash, 
and a larger piano. Miss Klllam 
would have given an unimpeach- 
able performance. 

Perhaps the neatest playing ot 
the. evening came In the superb 
rendition ot two entractes from 
Mozart's incidental music to "Tha- 
mos, King of Egypt". The essence 
of Mozart is Beauty, and Mr. Naylor 
and the orchestra dedicated them- 
selves to giving these little gems 
the finest nolish possible. The sec- 
ond entr'acte. Andante, was espe- 
cially beautiful The long oboe solo 
was admirable played by Real Ga- 
gnlcr, against a subdued back- 
ground of muted strings. 

Now that the Little Symphony is 
firmly^^establUhed as one of Mont- 
real's leading musical organizations, 
great things may be expected of such 
a well-balanced, capable, group, 
which not only plays great music 
well, but. also gives us much ot the 
music in its original orchestration. 
It deserves every success that comes 
Its way.

Now that the basketball season 
Is well underway, it will be well 
to give some idea of the origin of 
the game and how it is played. 

The gamo of basketball was ori- 
ginated by only one roan. The 
game was thought out and the rules 
were written before they were ever 
put into practice. Of the 13 origi- 
nal rules, 12 arc still in effect. 
These 12 rules have been elaborat- 
ed and clarified, but very little has 
been actually added to them. 

In 1891 Or. James NalsnUth, an 
instructor In the Y.M.C.A. College 
in Springfield, Mass., was assigned 
the problem of devising a new 
game that would be interesting, 
scientific, could be played indoors, 
and was not rough. Many men had 
attacked this problem but had fail 
ed. Dr. Nalsmith tried to modify 
some existing games but was not 
successful, and he decided that a 
new principle was needed. Most 
games allowed the player to run 
with the ball; this made the game 
rough, as the defensive player had 
to tackle to protect his goal. If the 
offensive player was not allowed 
to run with the ball but had to 
pass it, no tackling would be neccs 
sary. With this principle in mind. 
Dr. Nalsmith formulated a set of 
rules for the game that is played 
today by some fifteen million 
people. 

Many problems now presented 

themselves, however. The goal had 
to be placed above the players' 
heads so that the ball could not be 
thrown hard; it would have to be 
thrown in ah; aré^To^taH'the gaine 



the ball was thrown up between 
two players in the centre ot the 
floor. This jnade it possible for any 
player on either team to gain pos- 
session. Today the centre jump is 
one of the most spectacular parts 
of the game. 

After he wrote the rules.. Dr. 
Nalsmith went to the custodian of 
the buUdlng and asked him for two 
boxes to nail up to use for goals, 
The custodian replied that he had 
no boxes but had two peach bas- 
kets. These two peach baskets 
were the first basketball goals and 
from them the game derived its 
name. 

Game Great Success 
The game was a great success 
from Uie start; the players were in- 
terested and excited. In those days. 

each time the ball was thrown into 
the goal it was necessary to get a 
ladder to take the ball out of the 
basket. 

A basketball team e(>nsists of two 
forwards, two guards, and a centre. 
The forwards are stationed close to 
the basket for which their team 
is shooting. The guards play close 
to the other basket. The centre 
plays up and down the middle part 
of the floor. A player is disquali- 
fied if he commits four personal 
fouls. 

A game is usually divided Into 
two 20 minute periods, with a 10 
minute rest between periods. Each 
team is permitted to take three 
time outs without penalty during 
a game. If the score is tied at the

out of the opponents' hands. No 
player may take more than one 
step with the ball unless 'he 
"dribbles"— that Is, bounces the ball 
on the floor with one hand as he 
nuis. , ■ ' 

Basketball strategy consists in 
combining long and short passes 
with dribbling in an effort to elude 
the defensive players, who attempt 
to. take the ball from tlie offensive 
players or to catch it in the air as 
it Is passed. Most teams depend 
upon the cooperation of the players 
to advance the ball, rather tJian 
upon Individual play. It is this es' 
sentiâl spirit ot teamwork' that 
makes the game ot basketball so 
thrilling to watch.

Russia Stops 
Co-education 



Separate Schools Train 
Youth for Parenthood 



Russia has abandoned co-educa- 
tion in favor of separate schools tor 
boys and girls, according to an 
announcement in Soviet War News, 
a Canadian' Press despatch from 
London, received here, stated. 

Prof. M. Tsuzmer, Soviet educa- 
tionist, said that co-education had 
been implemented to overcome as 
quickly as possible^ the social in 
equality ot th« sexes rooted in 
centuries. 

"We now face a new and no less 
Important task," he continued. "It 
is above all to strengthen our prim 
ary aodal unit, the socialist family, 
on ■ basts' ot full development ot 
the characteristics of .' masculinity 
and femininity in the fathers and 
mothers, as heads ot'the family 
wltli equal rights. 

"What we must have now is i 
system by which the school de 
velops boys who will be good 
fathers and] mainly. ^fighters for the 
socialist' homela'nd '^^ând girls who 
will be Intelligent mothers com- 
petent to rear the new generation. 

"To accomplish this it is neces- 
sary to introduce separate educa- 
tion ot boys and girls in dilldhood 
and adolescence. There is no 
doubt ' that some covering up of 
masculine and feminine traits 
which are of social value does 
occur In co-education. 

"Wltli us separate education by 
no means aims at isolating sexes. 
Joint activities, organized in boys 
and girls. -schools, such as school 
celebrations, . excursions, dramatic 
and other societies, ore not only 
permissible .but extremely desir- 
able."
